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ROOSEVELT PRAISES 
SOVIET. FIGHT 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Friday. 


President Roosevelt described the 
Soviet resistance to the German on- 
slaught as ma-nificent’’ when speak- 
ing at his Press conference here to-day. 
« Prankly. he added, “it is better 
than any military expert in Germany 
thought it would be.’ 

Mr Roosevelt said that Ruasia did 
not come under the terms of the Lease- 
and-Lend Act, and he saw no prospect 
that she would, because she was well 
able to pay for her purchases of war 
equipment in the U.S, ; 
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on the Southern sector by German and 
Rumanian troops ts announced mu c 
communiqué issued in Bucharest yes- 
terday. ‘The Allied forces are con- 
tinuing their advance;” it added. 

The Germans also claim to have 
destroyed 112 aircraft on Thursday.

RESTRAINT 


The German military spokesman on 
the radio last night made no claims 
whatever, confining his remarks to 
general statements. Quotitig the High 
Command “that fighting on the 
eastern front continues favourably,” 
he said, “ this plainly means that the 
scene of the fighting has not yet 
changed, but that the German Com- 
mand pow, as always, judge the situa- 
tion to be favourable.” 

Referring ‘to the guerrilla warfare, 
which, “though not pleasant for the 
troops, cannot in any way hinder our 
operations, he stated that only very 
small forces took part in it. 

These, he said, would scon have to 
give up, because they would run out of 
ammunition and “food, ‘*‘ and in there 
completely devastated areas they will 
not find any food to ‘keep them going." 
He explained, however, that the terrain 
was very favourable for this type of 
wartare. . 

A Soviet rad in the German rear 
during Thursday. night is described by 
a special war correspondent of Jzvestia 
in a despatch from the front. He says 
that a Soviet unit contacted about 50 
Germans and killed most of them. 
They returned to their own lines with 
trophies and documents, which pro- 
vided valuable information concerning 
the German positions. 

How a Soviet unit captured three 
German tanks and turned them against 
the Germans is told by a War Corre- 
spondent of Arasnaya Zvezda. 


HARVEST LOST 


German military experts are now 
admitting that. the “ Ukraine harvest 
will have to be abandoned until next 
year,” according to a special despatch 
from Sofia to the Nichi Nichi Shimbun 
in Tokyo.

THE ORITICS 


From the conversation it was made 
plain that Mr. Robinson, one of our 
most competent dramatists, is no carper 
at the critics. He takes them as he 
finds them, and depends for getting the 
verdicts of audiences as the play is 
handled on the stage. The criticism 
he depends on is that of the middle 
section, the great majority of the 
audience, and this criticism, he said, 1s 
always ‘‘ vivid and intelligent.’ At 
the lectures these people will mot be 
talked to and then bade “ Good night. 
They will be encouraged to make and 
submit for discussion scenarios, stage 
plots and settings. 

Mr. Robinson may have in mind the 
complaint of the dearth of playwrights 
in this country, and have visualised by 
educating audiences the opening of a 
sluice which will inundate us with 
yet undiscovered genius, 
He spoke of some of the difficulties 
of play. presentation—the limited time 
at the service of the playmaker for the 
commercial theatre, 8.15 to 11 p.m., 80 
that he as to work by the clock; the 
difficulty of the opening phase, in 
which who's who has to he got across 
the footlights and a dreary first act 
avoided. 

He said the playwright must 
visualise ‘what a player will do with 
his part.

He said recently he had 
had submitted to him two of the most 
exciting plays he had read for many 
years.
